Section 1. COMMUNITY ATTRACTION AND TOURISM WAIVERS. For
the fiscal period beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30,
2010, an applicant for financial assistance under_ the
community attraction and tourism program or the river
enhancement community attraction and tourism program created
in chapter 15F may apply to the vision lowa board for a waiver
of any of the requirements described in sections 15F._202,
15F.203, and 15F.205 if the applicant is located in an area
declared a disaster area by the president of the United
10 States. The board may grant all or a portion of the
11 applicant®s waiver request.

12 Sec. 2. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act, being deemed of

13 immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.

14 EXPLANATION

15 This bill allows an applicant for financial assistance

16 under the community attraction and tourism program or the

17 river enhancement community attraction and tourism program to
18 apply to the vision lowa board for a waiver of any of the

19 program requirements if that applicant is located In an area
20 declared a disaster area by the president of the United

21 States. The board may grant all or a portion of the

22 applicant™s waiver request. The ability to apply for a waiver
23 is available until June 30, 2010.
